SUBSECTION, A person may not carry or possess a firearm, knife. or deadly weapon of

any kind on public school property.

(2) A LOCAL SCHOOL SYSTEM MAY EXEMPT OFF-DUTY LAW
ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS FROM THE PROVISIONS OF THIS SECTION.

(©) (1)  Except as provided in paragraph (2) of this subsection, a person

who violates this section is guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction is subject to

imprisonment not exceeding 3 vears or a fine not exceeding $1.000 or both.

(2) A person who is convicted of carrying or possessing a handgun in

violation of this section shall be sentenced under Subtitle 2 of this title.”.
